INANCIAL CONDITION. 


The last Legislature of this State, 


which was one of the most corrupt 
ever o'onTenecl in the State of Cali- 
fornia,'was of coursD anything but 
liberal in its treatment of the claims 
of (he-/University, .which stood in 
need of material assistance.' A state- 
ment prepared by acting President 
John Le Conte, and Secretary B. K 
C. Stearns, shows that the end ow- 
ment by the State has now reached 
the limit provided by the law, and 
yields $50,000 per annum, Tho na- 
tional endowment ot tho salo of 
150,000 acres of agricultural land 
yields six per cent, on §175,000, 
making a'total income of $95,000 per 
annum, The estimated expenses for 
the year which ended on the 31st of 
May last, was {?128,000, showing a 
deficiency of §33,000 to be provided 
for. 
Further accommodation fortho 


classes will soon bo needed, and as 
the composition of the nest Legis- 
lature will undoubtedly be an im- 
provement on the disgraceful uuo ot 
last winter, tho needed appropria- 
tions in the future may bo depended 
on. 


COST Off IiTVlNG. 


Tlio cost cf living at this sent of 


learning will compare very i'avoia- 
bly with that of any similar institu- 
tion in the United States. Many of 
tho students adopt tho club system 
by which the cost of living is greatly 
cheapened—running all tLo 
way 


from $15 to §35 per month. At- 
tracted by the beauty and healthful- 
ness of tho location, many of the 
Professors at tho University have 
purchased lots and built permanent 
residences thereon. Professors Sill, 
Hilgard, Pioda, Kollogg, fiising, 
Becker, Putzko, and John and Jp- 
scph Le Conte havo erected Jinc resi- 
dences on advantageously located 
lots adjacent to the College grounds; 
and Professor Welokor has purchased 
a fine lot on which ho will soon 
build a mansion. 


TUB Cl/UB-HOrSES. 


Tho club-house system of livin 


is worthy of mention, and works 
greatly to tho advantage of tho stu- 
dents. There arc six oottagea erected 
by the Eegents on a pleasant site 
near the margin of a winding arroy o 
shadowed by spreading oaks. These 
cottages arc very attractive, aud the 
grounds about them nicely laid out. 
They aro rented to students 
per month each. Each eottago com- 
fortably accommodates ten persons. 
If theso littlo families aro disposed 
to live economically their entire 
expenses including the rental need 
not exceed $15 each. Of course they 
may if they desire nin the cost 
to an exhorbitant figure. Those not 
accommodated by tho clnb-honses 
find good board at hotels and in pri- 
vate houses in tho vicinity . The 


Youxa LADIES' CLUB-HOUSE. 


Tho cosy little eottago alloted to 


tho young ladies who cho'oso to club 
and keep house together is hidden 
away among the oaks in a seques- 
tered Itttlo dell on the margin ol 
an erratic stream called Strawberry 
Creek, just above the old picnii 
grounds. , For seclusion and rura 
quiet the' location is all that hear 
could wish. This cottage has hither- 
to accommodated all who desired to 
live in that way, but now an adcli 
tional eottago fcr young ladies i' 
needed, and will toon bo constructed 
near the present ono.

It is a very 
flourishing organization, as is ivolJ 
evidenced by tlio fact that they have 
purchased a, lot of about three- 
fourths of an acre, and on this com- 
manding site they havo erected with 
their own means tholargcst dwelling 
now at Berkeley. It is three stories 
in height,*with a mansard roof and 
admirably,arranged for tho accom- 
modation of tho members of tlio So- 
ciety.

THE COKPS OP CADETS. 


The Congressional enactment of 


1862, from which a portion of the 
University funds were derived, and 
also the laws of California require 
instruction in military science; and 
the students aro organized into a 
battalion for military instruction 
and drill.

COLLEGE or AOEICUIiTUKE. 


The instruction in this depart- 


ment is given by experimental and 
illustrated lectures, recitations, es- 
savs and class cli.ic'nssiong, and in 
practical application of principles 
nnon the University grounds, In 
addition, orchards, vineyards, farms, 
dairies, and all places of agricultural 
interest and importance are visited 
by tlio class as far as practicable, 
under guidance and instruction of 
Pi-ntess'or Hilgard. The University 
domain is being developed with a

to illustiate tho capability of 


California for special cnltnio of for- 
ests, fruits or field ci ops. It will be 
the station where new plants ai^d 
processes will be tested. The labor 
of tho students is employed aud paid 
for wherever practicable. 


COLLEGE OP MECHANICS. 


This college educates mechanical 


engineers machinists, (so far as they 
are'constructors of machinery) and 
others who wish to devote their en- 
ergies to such technical and indus- 
trial pursuits as involve a knowledge 
of machinery. The full course oi 
study of tour years includes two 
preliminary years which gives a gen- 
eral liteiary culture, besides tho re- 
quisite mathematics. Special atten- 
tion is given to mechanical drawing. 
Tho instruction in- its department 
will bo directed in the advanced 
years to the construction of machin- 
ery as the principal object, aud lull 
advance as the instruction is applied 
or industrious mechanics advances. 


ganized into a battalion of four com- 
panies. They have been practically 
instructed in tho schools of the sol- 
dier, the company, the battalion, and 
as skirmishers, according to the sys- 
tem of Infantry Tactics at present in 
use in the United States Army. 


OPTIONAL STT3DIES. 


The law provides that students 


who shall have passed not less than 
a full year as resident students in 
any college, academy, or school in 
this State, and, after examination by 
the respective faculty of such col- 
lege, academy, or school, are rec- 
eommended to by such Faculty as 
proficient candidates for any degree 
in any regular course of the Univer- 
sity, shall be entitled to be examined 
th'erefor at the annual examination; 
and oil passing such examination 
shall receive such degree for that 
course, and the diploma of the Uni- 
versity therefor, aud shall rank and 
be considered in all respects as gnid 
uatco of the University." Thoae al- 
ready proficient m tho studies laid 
down in the general scheme which 
they aro following, or who have suf- 
ficient extra time at their disposal, 
may pursue optional studies, with 
the' permission of the Faculty; 01 
they may attend lectures and exer- 
cises appointed for other sections ol 
the University, if it does not confliel 
with their regular appointments.

The Library is very well man- 


aged, and routaius now over ll.OOC 
volumes, of "which a catalogne is uov, 
being prepared by the Librarian.

One or 
ho other of these two courses will 
e found adapted to those who de- 
iro to lay a broad foundation of 
iterary, historical and scientfio eul- 
ure as a basis for further profes- 
ional study. Those who expect to 
3ocome teachers, will notice the 
adaptation of these courses to their 
at are vocation. 


THE IiITERABY COUBSE, 


During the first two years the Lit- 


erary Course is almost identical with 
Jw first two years of the Scientific 
Course. French or German is studied 
in the first year, and'^Both languages 
uTthe second year. Algebra, Geom- 
jtry, and Analytical Geometry, are 
also studied. The study of Botany, 
Geology, and Natural Philosophy is 
pursued. Those who have not al- 
ready become acquainted with Latin, 
are expected in the first two years to 
acquire a knowledge of it. Special 
attention is paid to Drawing. Under 
the head of English Literature, 
special attention will be given in the 
last two years to written exercises in 
the various departments of literary 
effort; such aa Forensic Disputes, 
Criticisms and Eeviews, Philosophi- 
cnl Essays, etc. Journalistic train- 
ing will be aided by the study of the 
periodical press,, both at home and 
abroad, and by practice in the direc- 
tion of magazines and leading arti- 
cles , the discussion of current events, 
questions of public policy, and the 
like. Opportunities will be afforded 
in the last year of the course for
